Wyatt added that Ihc North- 
west, because of on apparent 
abundance of water, Is laced 
with constant and immediate 
threats o( dlvcftlng It to the 
Southwest. 

Ho said many federal and 
alnta surveys are now under 
way to delermino fuiure'water 
needs In the Northwest. 

"There are 'hawks' and 
'doves' on this question o( Co' 
lumbia River dlvcrsinn," Wyatt 
concluded. "It 'is Important to 
me that we in the Northwest do 
not wind up plgeona."
